At the conclusion of the hearing the 
grand jury voted an indictment for 
murder in the first. degree; but the 
drawing of the bill was put over until 
tomorrow. 

Mrs. Alexander’s repetition of the 
story she said her brother had told 
her was detailed, explicit and. telling 
in its revelations or horror. -Accord- 
ing to Assistant Dtstrict Attorney 
Nott, she told the jury that her broth- 
er said he had met Julia Connors on 
Saturday night and asked her to take 
a pair of opera glasses to his home 
which is just across the hall from the 
vacant flat where the murder was 
committed. 

As Gir] Screamed He Stabbed Her. 

The young man said he followed the 
girl and at the top of the" stagrs push- 
ed hér into the vacant flat and at- 
tempted to assault her. 

The child screamed, according to 
the story of Mrs. Alexander and Na- 
than plunged his pocket. knife into 
her. As she, continued to scream 
Nathan stabbed again and again until 
she finally fell. Then he phunged the 
knife into her breast near the heart 
and Julia remained still. Then Nathan 
went to his Own home and procured 
the box in whfch the body was found.

Want Plat Abolished, So As to 
Widen the Street, 


The closing of the park way on 
North avenue betWween Peachtree and 
West Peachtree streets caused a very 
lively debate at a jotnt meeting of the 
park commission and street commit- 
tee of council Tuesday afternoon. 

C. T. Ladson addressed ,the meet- 
ing and stated that thg property own- 
ers on North avenue with frontage on 
the park way Wanted the plat abolish- 
ed so the street could be widened for 
business purposes. ‘He stated that the 
block was now almost wholly occupied 
by business houses and the street was 
too narrow on either. side of the pa-k 
way. He spoke of the park way as a 
“narrow strip of grass used mainly 
for depositing old tin cans and Other 
rubbish.” He saiq that nobody éver 
used the strip as a park and that it 
was a nuisance. 

“Save the Breathing Places.” 

Is... Cochran, president of the park 
commission, announced that he intend- 
ed to vote against any proposition: to 
close any of the breathing places in 
| the city. 

“Instead of closing such pla: es,” ” gald 
Mr. Cochran, “we want more of them. 
The time will come when the people of 
this city will tear down business 
houses to make more parks in the cen- 
ter of the city. When parks interfere 
with business let business take a back 
seat, for you can have business hauses 
anywhere and you can’t have parks.” 

Frank Wilby, af the park commis- 
sion, favored the closing of the park 
way. He said that the plat was not a 
park and was useless. 

Manager Carey Makes a Plea. 

Dan Carey, general park manager, 
made a strong plea for the retention 
of the park way. He said it was 21- 
most criminal to sacrifice, parks even 
for business interests. 

“I wish to appeal to you gentlemen 
to refuse this petition,” said Mr. 
Carey. For the very reason that North 
avenue is becoming. a ®usiness section 
the park should be retained.

PLANS CAMPAIGN 


Governor Thinks House: Leader 
Beller Informed Than Ary 
Uther on Conditions, 


SEVERAL STATES TAKEN 
FROM DEBATABLE LIST 


Wilson and Underwood, After 
Going Over Map State by 
State, Agreed That Demo- 
cratic Victory Seemed to Be 
Certain ---Underwood and 
Wilson Greatly Pleased. 


Seagirt, N. J., Julv 16.—The political 
battleground of the campaign of 1912, 
where the democratic party will strain 
its sinews for every vote, was. placed 
before Governor Woodrow Wilson like 
a checkerboard this afternoon by the 
man he regards as better informed 
than any other on conditions througnh- 
out the country, Oscar. We Underwood, 
leader of the democratic majority of 
the house o. representatives. 

State by state the nominee and the 
house leader went over the map at 
their luncheon at the Country club of 
Trenton, and when the conference 
ended, two and a half hours later, they 
had taken from the débatable states, 
Wisconsin, Missouri, Mississippi, Mary- 
land, Kentucky and New York, with a 
reservation that there.would have to 
be some campaigning doné in Missouri, 
and that while New .ork was pretty 
certain to go democratic, the demo- 
crats there would have to be“on their 
guard and not feel too cock-sure; ind 
made a list of the states where they 
will have to fight for votes, with a 
good chance of carrying them. 

The “Debatable” States. 

In this list they placed first the 
great middle western states of Illinois, 
Ohio and Indiana; from the New Eng- 
land group, they put ‘own Maine and 
Connecticut. Along the Mason and 
Dixon border they made note of Wést 
Virginia. In a class by itself, they 
placed Pennsylvania, and last of ali, 
they jotted down New Jersey as de- 
batable, although the Jersey leaders 
close to the governor have promised 
the state to him by pluralities ranging 
from 50,000 to 100,000 votes. These 
states the governor referred to tonight 
as “‘debatable,” but indications are 
that he believes he can carry every- 
one. 

Mr. Underwood told the governor 
that before coming to Trenton te had 
consulted with Congressmen in these 
states and could, theref ce, speak with 
a fair working knowledge of condi- 
tions.

| Like tuberculosis and similar diseases, while the malady is hardly 
itself directly inherited, a tendency in ‘that direction is transmitted 
from parent to child. Like faulty locomotive or weak road-bed, a 
slight increase in the normal strain is likely to bring the breaking 
point.

HARVIE J ORDAN ASKS ASSEMBLY 
TO INDORSE RURAL CREDITS 


In an address before the general as- 
sembly vesterday afternoon 
Jordan, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee on agriculture of the Southern 
Commercial congress, and well known 
throughout Georgia and the south, 
urged the. legislature to go on record 
as indorsing national banking reforms 
which woul@qd make improved farming 
lands bankable collateral at nominal 
rates of interest. 

Mr. Jordan outlined the systems that 
have operated with such signal sue- 


cess in Europe, and told of the benefit | 


that would accrue to Georgia and the 
south should the smal! farmer be en- 
abled to unloose the shackles of ten- 
ancy and otherwise make arrange- 
ments at reasonable terms to 
his land. 
Success in Germany. 

Mr. Jordan elaborated on 
that the farmer, the most 
industrial factor in America, 
the most neglected in the way 
curing low-priced money with 
acres as collateral. He also 
that the unjust and irrational discrim- 
ination against the small farmer had 
militated to prevent his acquiring his 
own farm. 

Analyzing the three different rural 
credit systems in Germany, he said:

Work which weakens one’s vitality, 
where noxious fumes ate inhaled and 
where the surroundng conditions are 
unhealthy are also the subject for a 
special paragraph in the report: 

Commissioner Stanley points out that 
the present laws of Georgia do not 
forbid sending voung boys on errands 
to houses of prostitution. He recom- 
mends that no indivdual, firm or cor- 
poration be allowed to seng an em- 
ployee under 18 years of age to such a 
place. He also suggests that the law 
be changed to forbid the appearance 
of any person less than i6 years of 
age on the stage of a moving picture 
theater. The present law places the 
age at 12 years, 

Commissioner Stanley is also very 
much interested in the action of tne 
apropriation committee of the legisla- 
ture on bilis which have been intro- 
duced to reimburse him for tne ex- 
penses of his offices since he was in- 
ducted in January.

The street committee heard 
the petition and that was all, for not 
a dollar was appropriated by council. 

Still, a year later, another appeal 
was made to council for. the improve- 
ment of Spring street, and it was 
pointed out clearly and forcibly that 
something had to be done to relieve: 
the condition on Peachtree street, as 
that thoroughfare wag a death-trap. 
Yet not a dollar was appropriated. 

Lppeals Were Made. 

Last another appeal was made 
to council for Spring street, and in 
the January apportionment sheet for 
this year the small. sum of $5,000 was 
appropriated. Willing to do the best 
they could with this smal] amount, the 
citizens who wanted Spring street ime 
proved, in order to save human lives 
from the death-trap on Peachtree 
street, went before the board of coun- 
ty commissioners and got that body ts 
consent to do some grading and make 
the $5,000 goasfar as possible. So dirt} 
has Leen broken on Spring street by 
county convicts and the street is be- 
ing regradei between JIuckie street 
and Carnegie Way. This {s but a anall! 
beginning, and the people who have 
interested themselves in this impor- 
tant matter will make another appeal 
to council for more money when the 
October apportionment sheet is made 
up.

It is at- 
tributable to the weather conditions 


partially, but the primary cause be- 
hind the weather is that your chickens 
have been eatine decayed flesh, or 
the maggots which come out of it, 
or have been eating food that would 
cause ptomaine poison.

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Hubert Latham, who was the first 
aviator to make any notable flights 
in a monoplahe, the Antoinette, reach- 
ed fame while. he was a very young 
man. In February, 1905, tn company 
with his cousin, Jacques Faure, he 
made a balloon trip across the Eng- 
lish channel, voyaging from the Crys- 
tal palace, London, to the gates of 
Paris in six hours. On July 19, 1909. 
he made an unsuccessful attempt to 
cross the channel in a monoplane, 
which was considered a meost daring 
feat at that time. He fell into the sea 
because his motor failed, and on his 
second attempt in the same month a 
similar fate balked him. 

Latham was also renowned as a dar- 
ing motorboat man. 

He was a splendid shot\and in 1905 
went elephant hunting in the Sudan. 
In 1906 he made a trip from Khartoum 
to Abyssinia, then passed througn 
British East Africa. and visited Inlia 
and French Indo-China. 

On his last-and fatal hunting trip 
he left Bordeaux on December 29 last 
vear for the Congo, taking with him 
a monoplane and a big game outfit. 

Latham was 29 vears of age, havinz

Efforts to Amend the Measure 
to Incl:de Gambling in Pro- 
visions and Grain Failed— 
Use of Mails and Telegraph 
Barred to Gamblers. 


16.—Heavy penal- 
ties for gambling in cotton “futures” 
are provided in the Beall bill, passed 
by the house today by a vote of 95 to 
26. The bill has yet to rur the gaunt- 
let Of the senate. 

Efforts were made to an-end the bill 
provisions, prohibiting 
gambling in grains, but these falled. 
The supporters of the bil] asserted 
that the efficiency of the measure 
would be impaired by adding compli- 
cated administrative features. They 
pointed out that a measure now await- 
ing action in the house is directed 
against gambling in grain. 

The bill would prohibit 
in cotfon futures, and fix heavy pen- 
alties for purchase or sale of -ottan 
not actually in existence. Heavy fines 
would be imposed for the use of the 
mails or telegraph for the dissemina- 
tion of cotton gpeculative information. 
Fitzgerald, democrat,

ing the bill was unconstitutinal, and 
wou.l handicap the cotton producer 
and consumer.
